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Chicago, Ill, September 14.—(Spe- 
cial)—Montgomery Ward & Co., mail 
order merchants, tonight announced 
a@ plan for the purchase of 10,000 bales 
of cotton to help the southern farm- 
ers. 

An official of the company will leave 
Chicago tomorrow for Fort Worth, 
Texas, where he will co-operate with 
southern representatives of the firm in 
making purchases throughout the 
south. 

“We feel that 10,000 bales is about 
share in carrying on this good 
work,” said George A. Thorne, a mem- 
ber of the firm. “In view of our bus- 
iness in the south, we consider this our 
duty. 

“The plan is only partially worked 
out. We have given instructions to our 
men to make purchases in whatever 
cotton centers they decide upon. The 
cotton will be stored in storage ware- 
houses wherever it is purchased. 

“In case the war lasts for any great 
length of time the cotton eventually 
may be moved to our plant at Fort 
Worth. where there is a great deal 
of store room. For the present, how- 
ever, it will not be moved far from 


the purchasing points.” 

Mr. Thorne asserted his belief that 
every firm doing business in the south 
and as many others as possible should 
co-operate in preventing a business ca- 
lamity in the cotton-growing states 
as a result of the cessation of Euro- 


pean business.

English Mills to Buy. 

That cotton will sell at 10 cents by 
January is the prediction of F. E. 
Lowry, of A. J. Luston & Co., English 
importers, who sailed recently from 
Southampton, England, to buy direct 
from the southern farmers. 

American and English mills will buy 
enough cotton to do them through two 
years, he says, and England will take 
nearly as much cotton as usual. It is 
his opinion that American mills will 
exceed all -records, and that if the 
farmer keeps cool and sells only so 
much as is necessary, he will be able 
to finance the remainder in the south 
without difficulty, and ultimately get 
a much better price for the portion he 
holds. 

“Owing to the waste caused by the 
war.” he declared, “the demand for 
foodstuffs will be great in Europe, 
and he should be able to meet this de- 
mand.” 

Mr. Lowry thinks that the war will 
last several years, or until it has been 
carried to German soil and the enemy 
have had a taste of war on their home 
grounds. 
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MILLIONS WANTED 
T0 CARRY COTTON 


Committee Is Organized to 
Work for Advance From 
Government — Barrett Is 
Prominent in Movement. 


Washington, September 14.—A com- 
mittee of southern congressmen and 
cotton growers was organized here 
today by Representative Henry, of 
Texas, to work for an advance of 
three or four hundred million dollars 
to southern farmers on the large cot- 
ton stock that must be held over be- 
cause of the collapse of Buropean de- 
mand. The committee will hold daily 
meetings and will urge the advisabili- 
ty of their plan upon President Wil- 
son, Secretary McAdoo and the federal 
reserve board. 

Mr. Henry, who was authorized to 
appoint the committee at a recent in- 
formal conference of congressmen and 
growers, will act as its chairman.

To Accept Cotton Receipts. 


New Orleans, September 14.—Notes 
secured by cotton warehouse receipts 
will be accepted by a New Orleans fe 
insurance company in payment of 
premiums due the company by its 
farmer patrons, according to an- 
nouncement made by the company 
here today. The plan was approved 
by the state insurance department of 
Louisiana prior to its adoptioh. It is 
claimed here that many southern in- 
dustrial, mercantile and financial in- 
stitutions will take similar steps to as- 
sist the planter in holding cotton un- 
til the depression in price of the 
staple due to the Huropean war has 
been relieved. 


To Supervise Warehouses. 

Austin, Texas, September 14.—Gover- 
nor Colquitt today signed the emer- 
gency warehouse bill, which provides 
for state supervision of cotton ware- 
houses and indorsement of warehouse 
receipts, making the paper more readi- 
ly negotiable. The measure, intended 
to facilitate the movement of the 
present cotton crop, was adopted by 


the legislature last week and will g0 
into effect immediately. 
To Carry Cotton as Asset. 

Baltimore, Md., September 14,——In 
furtherance of the movement for the 
relief of the south in its present cotton 
crisis due to the European war, Form- 
er Governor Warfield, president of the 
Fidelity and Deposit company, of Mary- 
land, sent a telegram to Secretary of 
the Treasury McAdoo tonight, asking 
the department’s approval of a plan 
to carry cotton among the assets of the 
company on the same basis as other 
investments. 

Mr. Warfield expressed the belief that 
if the idea met with governmental ap- 
proval it would open the way for many 
other financial institutions toe do the 
same thing, thereby materially reliey- 
ing the situation. 

Loans to Cotton Growers. 

Washington, September 14.—Comp- 
troller of the Currency Williams today 
wired to all nation&l. banks in the 
south asking what sums they had loan- 
ed to cotton growers, what interest 
they are receiving and the amount 
needed to move the cotton crop. 

It was understood tonight that a 
number of banks had replied, but it 
was announced no statement would 
be given out until all the data wanted 
had been collected.

So far as known, the fleeing invad- 
ers who, after wonderful forced 
marches into France, made such a stern 
attempt to break through the lines of 
the allies defending Paris, have aban- 
doned more than sixty cannon of vari- 
ous caliber and thirty machine guns 
because their exhausted horses were 
unable to drag them fast enough to 
keep up even with the foot-weary in- 
fantry. Enormous amounts of ammu- 
nition and war stores also were left 
on the route- of the Germans, which 
is through a difficult marshy country, 
rendered almost impassable in some 
Places by heavy rains which threaten 
to continue. 

The allies; it is asserted, display no 
signs of fatigue. They are represent- 
ed as stirred by unexpectedly great 
victories to such a state of elation that 
they are able to keep close on the 
heels of the retiring enemy, harassing 
them day and night, cutting off de- 
tachments and attempting to inter- 
pose between them and the frontier.

river Aisne between Compiegne and Soissons.

BRITISH FLYERS 
DO GREAT WORK. 


General French paid high compli- 
ment to the latest addition to the Brit- 
ish army—the flying corps, and he 
also quotes a letter from the French 
commander, General Joffre, who con- 
Sratulated him on the accuracy of the 
information supplied by the aviators. 


These mén have done little or no bomb 
throwing, but have confined them- 
selves to gathering information about 
the enemy for the general staff. This 
is the work that the military men al- 
ways have said would prove of the 
greatest service in connection with the 
use of the aeroplane. In what con- 
flicts they have had with German avia- 
tors, the British flying men, according 
to Field Marshal French, have “es- 
tablished individual ascendency,” and, 
he adds, ‘something in the direction 
of mastery of the air already has been 
established.” 

This. is particularly gratifying to 
Britons, as England was one of the 
last powers to go seriously into the 
development of aviation, and the gov- 
ernment has been severely criticized 
for not giving it more encouragement. 
The Belgians, who have received new 
big guns and reinforcements from 
somewhere, by a sortie from Antwerp, 
have prevented the Germans from 
sending more of their troops out of 
Belgium to the south. 

It is reported that the Germans had 
another army corps ready to dispatch 
to the assistance of their right wing 
north of Paris, but quickly stopped its 
departure when the Belgians showed 
their strength and ability to cut com- 
municationg between Brussels and 
Louvain. Although the Belgians had 
to retire to the protection of the Ant- 
werp forts when the Germans discov- 
ered them, they proved themselves 


capable of at least annoying the army 
of occupation. 


CRUSHING DEFEAT 
FOR AUSTRIANS. 


All the news coming in today seems 
to confirm the Russian reports that 
the Russians have inflicted another 
crushing defeat on the Austrians who, 
on the right, were. supported by some 
German divisions. By the capture of 
Tomaszow, the Russians drove a wedge 
between the Austrian army, which had 
invaded Poland as far as Opole, Kras- 
nostav and Zamos, and the army which 
they defeated at Lemberg and which, 
although it lost heavily in killed, 
wounded, prisoners and guns, managed 
to reform to some extent and under- 
take the offensive. 

The Germans who reinforced the Aus- 
trians, according to latest advices, 
shared in the defeat. 
to reach the fortress at Przemyl, ana 
the rear guard is endeavoring to keep 
off the Russian cavalry which is pur- 
suing them. 

Austria had in Poland and Galicia 
an army estimated at 1,000,000 men, 
with 2,500 guns. At Lemberg, Austria 
lost many thousands of men in killed, 
wounded and prisoners. It is now stat- 
ed, although not officially, that the 
total number of prisoners amounts to 
180,000, and that 450 field guns 
were taken, besides the guns in the 
captured forts and an immense amount 
of war material. 

It is also reported tonight from 
Rome that the Germans have suffered 
a defeat at Mlawa, on the east Prus- 
sian frontier. This would be rather 
surprising, as the Russians only to- 
day admitted that they had been com- 
pelled to withdraw in East Prussia be- 
fore overwhelming forces of Germans 
who threatened General Rennenkampf’s 
left wing. 

It is possible the German commander, 
General Von Hindenburg, pushed his 
advantage a little far and found the 
Russians were stronger on the fron- 
tier, where Mlawa is situated, than 
had been expected. 

The Servians, after taking Semlin, 
over which there was great rejoicing, 
as it relieves Belgrade from a con- 
tinuation of the ombardment, have 
resumed the offensive against the Aus- 
trians and, like the Montenegrins, are 
taking advantage of Austria’s weak- 
ness on that frontier to push into 
her territory. 


London, September 14.—A Times cor- 
respondent, who wires from five miles 
south of Provins, in the department of 
Seine-et-Marne, says: 

“I have traveled to this point prac- 
tically along the whole line of the al- 
lied army, though, of course, always in 
the rear. General Von Klhuck’s host, 
in coming down over the Marne and 
the Grand Morine rivers to Sezanne, 
twenty-five miles southwest of Esper- 
nay, met little opposition, and I be- 
lieve little opposition was intended. 
The English cavalry led the tired Ger- 
mans mile after mile, and the Ger- 
mans believed the Englishmen were 
running away. When the tremendous 
advance reached Provins the allies’ 
plan was accomplished, and it got no 
further. 

“The fighting on Sunday, September 
6, was of a terrible character. It be- 
gan at dawn in the region of La Ferte- 
Gaucher. The allies’ troop:, up to re- 
ceive the Germans, understwod it would 
be their duty to hold on iheir best in 
order that the attackiny force at 
Meaux might achieve its task in se- 
curity. The battle lasted all night 
and until late Monday. The German 
artillery fire was very severe, but not 
accurate. The French and English 
fought sternly on and slowly beat the 
enemy back. 

“The attempts of the Germans to 
cross the Marne ‘at Meaux entailed ter- 
rible losses. Sixteen attempts were 
foiled by the French artillery fire di- 
rected on the river and in one trench 
600 aead Germans were counted. 

Strewn With Dead and Dying. 

‘The whole country was strewn with 
the dead and dying. When at last the 
Germans retired they greatly slackened 
their rifle fire and in one place retired 
twelve miles without firing a single 
shot. One prisoner declared they were 
short of ammunition. 

“Monday saw a tremendous encoun- 
ter on the Ourcq. There was a great 
deal of hand-to-hand fighting and bay- 
onet work, which resulted in the terri- 
ble Madgeburg regiment beating a re- 
treat. 

“On Monday night General 
Kluck’s army had been thrown back 
from the Marne and from the Morin, 
and to the region of Sezanne, and his 
position was serious. Immediate steps 
were necessary to save his line of com- 
munications and retreat. To this end

Extent of Rout Not Appreciated. 


“IT am convinced that the full extent 
of this rout is not yet appreciated in 
England. It was of a truly terrible 
character and such a blow will not fail 
to have a lasting effect. 

“The enemy crossed the Marne on 
the return journed north under great 
difficulties and beneath a withering 
fire from the British troops, who pur- 
sued them hotly. The German artil- 
lery operated from a height, there was 
again such a hand-to-hand fighting and 
the river was swollen with dead. 

“On Tuesday night the British were 
in possession of La Forto-Sous-Jouarre 
and Chateau Thierry. On the same day 
in the neighborhood of Vitry-le-Fran- 
cois the French eoge achieved a splen- 
did victory. Incidentally they drove 
back the famous Imepiral Guard of 
Germany from Sezanne toward the 
swamps of Saint Gond, where @ century 
ago Napoleon achieved one of his last 
successes. 

“Tt is our tavenge for 1814,’ a French 
officer said, ‘if only the emperor were 
here to see.’ 

“On Wednesday the English army 
continued the pursuit towards the 
north taking guns and prisoners. On 
that day I found myself in a new 
France. The good news had spread. 
Girls threw flowers atthe passing sol- 
diers and joy was manifest everywhere. 

“The incidents of Wednesday will 
astound the world when made known 
tn full. I know that two German de- 
tachments of 1,000 men each which 
were surrounded, but refused to sur- 
render, were wiped out almost to the 
last man. Then came the crowning 
stroke. 

“The army of the Oureq and of 
Meaux and the ees A of Sezanne drew 
together like the blades of a pair of 
shears, the pivot of which was in the 
region of the Grand Morin. The Ger- 
man retreat was thus forced toward 
the east and it speedily became a 
rout.” 

German Cavalry Losses Appalling. 

A Paris dispatch to The Express 
says: 

oT he German losses in cavalry are 
appalling. A German cavalry officer 
who competed at the Olympic horse 
show a few years ago, and is now pris- 
oner, estimates that the wastage in 
eavalry horses, especially in Belgium 
amounts to two-thirds of the total 
strength allotted to the army operating 
in the direction of Paris. 

“The Germans flooded Belgium with 
reconnolitering parties, but in the ad- 
vance through France they were hamp- 
ered by an insufficiency of horses. 
Many horses had been taken from Ger- 
man batteries for the use of the cav- 
alry but despite this, large numbers of 
cavalrymen marched as infantrymen.” 

The Times’ Bordeaux correspondent 
suggests that the German rout is deep- 
ening into complete disaster, that the 
invaders are turning homeward by way 
of St. Quentin and Mezieres, on the 
Luxemburg frontier, that the German 
forces in the Argonne and south of 
Verdun are likely to be cut off from 
the remainder, in which event they can 
escape only at a heavy price. He says 
the enemy is making for a line of re- 
treat through Charleville and Meazieres. 


Great Part Played by Britons 
In Smashing German Legions 


As They Advanced on Paris 


London, September i4.—Important 
details of the operations of the Brit- 
ish army in France are contained in 
a report which the war office issued 
this afternoon. 

When the German army began its 
eastward movement to cut the French 
center, according to General French, 
it was ignoring the British as a fac- 
tor in the fight. The allies began a 
general advance on September 7 
against the German rear guard of their 
wing which had been left along the 
River Ourcg. The British army was 
reinforced. The Germans began 4 
retirement on their right on the 7th. 
It was the first time that they had 
turned back since the battle of Mons. 

According to letters found on pris- 
oners, they had expected to enter Par- 
is in a few days. The order to re- 
treat was a bitter disappointment The 
British crossed the River Marne on 
the 9th with the French, and on the 
10th captured 1,600 men, four great 
guns, six machine guns and fifty trans- 
port wagons. 

The Germans on the right army 
seemed demoralized. They were with- 
out food and surrendered readily, ac- 
cording to the British reports. The 
continued advance, General French 
says, has delighted the troops who, 
with the reinforcements received, are

The official report says: 


“The following report is compiled 
from information sent from the head- 
quarters of Field Marshal Sir John 
French (commander-in-chief of the 
British expeditionary forces on the con- 
tinent), under date of September 11.

BERLIN IS SILENT 
ABOUT THE BATTLES 
FOUGHT IN FRANCE 


Berlin, September 14.—(By wireless 
to The Associated Press by way of 
Sayville, L. L,)—The headquarters of 
the German army in Berlin today gave 
out the following official report: 

“The crown prince has captured the 
enemy's fortified position southeast of 
Verdun, and is now bombarding with 
heavy artillery the outer forts lying 
to the south.

ican flag had been raised at Ghent;

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A PORK BARREL VACATION. 

The fact that Senator Burton, of Ohio, 
is a standpat republican does not rob his 
words of wisdom when he protests, espe- 
cially at this time, against lavish appropria- 
tions in the form of the rivers and harbors 
bill. Burton’s consistency gives his words 
added value. For when his own party was 
in power he was just as insistent on economy 
and method as against waste and chaos in 
appropriations as he is now. 

The senator said recently on the floor 
of the senate that many of the projects in 
the bill pending were valueless, others of 
questionable value, others overestimated, 
and still others straightout political graft. 
He is right. For many years no American 
political party has been exempt from the 
misuse of the power of appropriations to 
build political fences. If all the money 
misspent in useless waterways had been 
well and scientifically spent the nation 
would today have a matchless system of 
rivers and harbors. 

Burton scores another point when he 
attacks waterways appropriations made on 
the pretext of lowering railroad rates by 
water competition. He points out that, 
whereas the communities immediately af- 
fected may benefit, other communities in the 
interior and without any possibility of water 
competition are penalized. 

With the revenues of the government 
shrinking and emergency measures impera- 
tive, congress may well exercise prudence 
and self-restraint in the matter of appropria- 
tions for waterways. We do not say to stop 
the work altogether. But it should be scru- 
tinized with increasing care. Give the 
“nork barrel” a vacation. Heavens knows, 
it is a needed one. Congressmen who boast 
of their patriotism have here a concrete op- 
portunity to display it. We miss our guess 
if their constituents would not approve such 
a display. 

Give the “pork barrel” a vacation, a long 
one and a bona fide one at that. It is an 
issue of patriotism and not expediency that 


faces congress. 


ANOTHER NAPOLEON? 

Will the world-war develop another Na- 
poleon? 

The question is pure speculation, but it 
has been raised in many quarters, strength- 
ened, no doubt, by the fact that we ap 
proach the centenary of Waterloo.

The times in which we live and their 
conditions are radically different from those 
obtaining in the day of Napoleon. In the 
first place, the science of warfare and its 
instruments have been almost revolution- 
fzed. Napoleon might have foreseen that, 
but he could not, or did not, foresee some- 
thing far more important: And that is, the 
almost bewildering progress of the repub- 
lican idea. We speak today of England as 
a monarchy, but it is more a democracy than 
America. France is a republic. Germany 
has its socialists and their growing unrest, 
despite their recent display of patriotism. 
And even in darkest Russia the leaven is 
working surely, but slowly, to the bottom- 
most and pitiful masses. 

Another Napoleon could be evolved by 
sheer overwhelming might of military 
genius. But for another Napoleon to stand, 
would mean a one-man government, a des- 
potism more or less thinly disguised. And 
anyone who thinks the progressive world 
is ready for that sort of dark ages or me 
dieval business, has far missed the trend 
of events.

Now that 
Huerta has departed and that Mexico seéms 
on a fair road to at least temporary peace, 
Mr. Wilson is criticised for condemning 
various “business” interests charged with | 
inciting Villa to revolt against Carranza. 
The argument is that if Villa was worthy 
of support then, he is as worthy now. 

Just where this sort of logic expects to 
“get off at” we fail to perceive. The ad- 
ministration, with the support of the Ameri- 
can people, was committed to a policy of 
peace through non-intervention, if possible. 
To that end, every tool was bent and direct- 
ed, Villa among them. Without his aid, it 
is likely the overthrow of Huerta, without 
intervention, would have been an impossi- 
bility. But if, with peace restored, Villa is 
minded to sell his sword and his influence 
to all the mercenary business influences 
that seek advantage in Mexico; if his private 
grudges and jealousies threaten to undo all 
the work of the months, and perhaps after 
all necessitate action by the United States— 
are we to sit by quietly and see our own 
peace, and in a precious world crisis, im- 
perilled, for the sake of an academic con- 
sistency? 

Already we have spent a little more 
than eight millions, unproductive millions, 


| on Mexico. Does our idealistic contemporary 


want to see that sum indefinitely increased 
by a big roster of American lives? 


MORE “‘WATCHFUL WAITING. ’’ 

It is the United States that will, in all 
probability, be the ultimate arbiter in the 
world-war. Already the administration has 
taken tentative steps insuring that its will- 
ingness to tender its good offices shall not 
be lost upon the European nations. The 
latest story now from Washington is that 
this government awaits a reply to the mes- 
sage sent Berlin several days ago, and 
meant diplomatically to ascertain the real 
attitude of Germany toward a cessation of 
hostilities. 

It is a matter of doubt if the kaiser will 
at once enter into peace negotiations. In 
the first place, there is cause for belief that 
he views German reverses as merely tempo- 
rary and that he still has confidence in the 
might of the concededly wonderful German 
war machine.” On the other hand, the allies 
are bent on teaching Germany a lesson that 
will last for many decades. In so doing, 
they will be compelled to impose terms it 
is questionable if Germany, save in the last 
extremity, would accept. ; 

This to one side, and regardless of the 
ultimate direction of the fortunes of war, 
the belligerents will turn to the United 
States when they have fought to exhaustion, 
or when one of the other has gained un- 
doubted advantage, as intermediary. In the 
event that success on either side is so de- 
cisive as to leave one of the contenders 
virtually in the dust, the services of the 
United States still will be needed to soften 
the asperities of negotiations that cannot 
be otherwise than strained and acrimonious. 

Each new mental angle one occupies 
enhances the advantages accruing to the 
United States by reason of its aloofness 
from the theater and passions and prejudices 
of war. Aside from the commercial gain 
that seems bound to come now to this 
country, there will be the tremendous pres- 
tige of being peace-maker in the greatest 
war the world has ever seen. In that role 
alone, the United States will loom large 
in history. Washington is again engaged 
in “watchful waiting;” waiting to help patch 
up the gigantic fragments.

GROUND LIMESTONE WILL 
LIBERATE POTASH IN SOIL 


By J. 8S. Brogdon, Aralytical Chemist, At- | 
. lanta, Ga. 

My recent article showing that the soil is 
abundantly stocked with potash minerals 
that can be made to liberate potash for 
Plants by the use of ground limestone has 
been given a wide circulation by the daily 
and rural press all over the country. As 
& result of this circulation a great many 
questions have been asked, and these ques- 
tions have prompted this second article. 

Usually it is not advisable to add 
felspars or other potash minerals to. the 
80il because in the majority of soils there 
is a great abundance of the minerals pres- 
ent. The money spent in this way could 
be better spent by applying finely ground 
limestone to the soil to liberate the potash 
already there. 

Why Use Limestone? 

A great many people wish to know why 
use finely ground limestone instead of 
builders’ lime. The reason is the limestone 
is cheaper. Lime is made from limestone 
by burning the limestone in a kiln. When 
lime is air slacked, as it will do very 
quickly in the soil, it is changed back into 
limestone. 

Fifty-six pounds of lime will make one 
hundred pounds of limestone in the soil. 
Lime is a caustic substance and will at- 
tack the vegetable matter of the soil. The 
vegetable matter sin most soils needs to be 
increased and all care must be taken to pre- 
serve it. The lime will liberate the potash 
all right, but not any better than limestone, 
and since the limestone is not as unpleas- 
ant to apply, is cheaper, and will not harm 
the vegetable matter of the soil and since 
the lime will soon become limestone in the 
soil, it is more practical to use limestone. 

Proof Potash Is Liberated. 

One good proof that the potash of the 
soil is liberated by limestone is shown by 
the analysis of the ashes of plants grown 
on the same soil, in one case with and in one 


without limestone. When the plant matures, 
burn it and analyze the ashes. The emi- 
nent chemist, Bossingault, found in clover 
krown with lime the ashes contained 35.4 
per cent potash. Clover grown without 
lime, the ashes contained 23.6 per cent pot- 
ash. The increase of potash due to lime 
11.8 per cent. Since all conditions were the 
Same, there is no explanation except the 
lime liberated potash and the clover ab- 
sorbed it. 
Attitude of Experiment Stations. 

The plan of using ground limestone is 
not a new one. It has been in use for cen- 
turies. The Romans used it. The experi- 
ment stations of the world indorse it. 
Among a great many published results 
some are given below.

United States Bureau Soils Bulletin No. 
48 says on sandy and clay soils of the 
Piedmont region the good effects of lime 
closely approach that due to nitrogen, 
and exceeds the results due to potash. This 
bulletin also teaches much greater returns 
are to be had with commercial fertilizers and 
lime than with fertilizer alone. 

Dr. Harry Snyder, of theMinnesota Ex- 
periment Station, in his book, “Soils and 
Fertilizers,” page 190, says lime liberates 
potash in the soil. Dr. Jas. E. Halligan, of 
Louisiana State Experiment Station, in his 
book, “Soil Fertility and Fertilizers, says 
the same thing. 

Improves Acid Phosphate. 


Limestone unlike lime does not injure 
acid phosphate, but on the contrary has . 
beneficial action on it. The ideal form 0 
phosphate is the dicalcium—that is as sim- 
ple as it can be called; it has no_ other 
name. The dicalcium phosphate 18 the 
pink of perfection in phosphates. Unfortu- 
nately it is not practical to make it com- 
mercially and it is not to be had as a fer- 
tilizer material. When limestone is added 
to mixed fertilizers some of the acid phos- 
phate is changed into this valuable form 
called dicalcium phosphate. The writer ha. 
for the past three years experimented con- 
tinuously on this refétion. Below are given 
several analyses. The increased _ citrate 
soluble was carefully investigated and 
found to be the valuable dicalcium phos- 
phate. Not less than three thousand anal- 
yses of fertilizers containing ground lime- 
stone support these results. it can be said 
most positively that ground limestone does 
not injure but improves acid phosphate. 
In the analyses given below it will also 
be seen there was very little change in the 
available phosphoric acid, neither was the 
sulphate of ammonia affected. cy 

Ten bags of complete fertilizer using 275 
pounds of limestone, meal, tankage and 
sulphate of ammonia, were mixed and 
stored. At the end of seven months, the 
bags in which these goods were stored are 
in as perfect condition as the day on which 
they were stored. The analyses are given

In mixed fertilizers that contain as much 
as one per cent of potash three hundred 
pounds of limestone in a ton of fertilizers 
will give satisfactory ‘returns. Where no 
potash is to be used and only phosphoric 
acid and nitrogen are to be used in the 
spring broadcast and plow in a ton of fine- 
ly ground limestone per acre in the fall. 
This must be done in the fall to give the 
limestone plenty of time to liberate the 
potash.

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
On Emergency Currency System 


Apropos of the discussion incident to 
State banks getting the benefit of the in- 
crease in emergency currency authorized 
under the Aldrich-Vreeland measure, the ad- 
dress of the Secretary of the treasury, Hon 
W. G. McAdoo, delivered August 26 before 
members of the National Association of Cot- 
ton Manufacturers, representatives of which 
were in conference with him, will be of in- 
terest. 

The conference was presided over by 
Secretary McAdoo and besides the represen- 
tatives of the assoclation there were pres- 
ent Postmaster General Burleson, Secretary 
of Agriculture Houston, Comptroller of the 
Currency John Skelton Williams, and: all 
the members of the Federal Reserve Board. 

A full discussion of all phases of the cot- 
ton situation ensued and many plans were 
urged upon Secretary McAdoo to assist the 
south in financing the rapidly maturing cot- 
ton crop. Several addresses were made and 
Secretary McAdoo was asked by Congress- 
man Sisson, of Mississippi, if he believed 
that under the present law even if adequate 


cotton security is offered that the bankers 
are able to take care of the situation. 

The stenographic report of the reply of 
the secretary follows: 

McAdoo Explains How it Works. 

Secretary McAdoo: “Why, they can get 
all the currency that ig necessary to take 
care of this situation. I stated it here yes- 
terday, and I repeat it now.” 

A Member: “Let me ask you just one 
question, please. Tetl us how to do it and 
let us adjourn.” (Laughter.) 

Secretary McAdoo: “I will tell you how 
to do it, so far as getting the currency is 
concerned, but I cannot tell you how to defy 
every law of nature and every laW of busi- 


ness in order to do it. What you must do, 
gentlemen, is to consider this: that nobody 
can arbitrarily fix prices. The national 
government cannot do it; let us get away 
from that; let us try to be practical. The 
states cannot fix prices for one commodity, 
or for al] commodities, and get away with 
it. The history of civilization shows that 
nations have been strewn with wrecks of 
that character. I need only call your at- 
tention to the condition of France during 
the French revolution, when similar things 
were attempted and resulted in the pros- 
tration of industry, credit, and everything 
in the land. 


“If you attempt to valorize—in the first | 
place it could not be done. because nobody | 
can pass such a law—it is a perfectly wild | 
and ridiculous expedient and should not be | 
resorted to in any circumstances. When 
you seek to do that, what have we then? 
I received a telegram this morning from a 
canning industry, 


' secured by 


asking me to do something of the same 
sort and saying that if any valorization was 
going around they wanted to share in it. 
Of course they do, and ought to have it. If 
we are going to go into that, we shall have 
to valorize everything. You will have to 
valorize canned salmon, wheat, corn; you 
will have to valorize every single thing pro- 
duced in this country, because, as I tell you, 
gentlemen, the shock of this great cataclysm 
in Europe has affected for the moment ev- 
ery line of industry. Of course somebody 
is going to get hurt. You cannot help that. 
It is not our business to see that nobody 
shall be hurt, but it is our business to keep 
in touch with the situation» and, if possi- 
ble, to prevent anybody from being hurt 
any more than is absolutely necessary, and 
that is all you can expect to have accom- 
plished. I want to say, in connection with 
this emergency currency, or this national 
bank currency, which the secretary of the 
treasury is authorized to issue, that the 
conditions are simply these: I have encour- 
aged throughout this country the organiza- 
tion of what we call national currency as- 
sociations. Those are associations of the 
national banks of this country. Those na- 
tional banks constitute a homogeneous, 
strong financial bulwark in this situation. 
Why? Because they have the power of the 
national government behind them and are 
compelled to live up to certain sound laws 
of finance and administration. They are 
under governmental inspection and exami- 
nation. They have a uniform system of ex- 
amination so that a national bank in one 
state is examined exactly in the same way 
that a national bank is examined in another 
state. We have the reports upon them 
from all parts of the country, and we 
know their condition. That is the reason 
they are, as I said before, a homogeneous 
whole and a strong bulwark inthis situa- 
tion. Those banks, upon organizing these as- 
sociations, have the right, upon application 
to the secretary of the treasury, to get 125 
per cent of their unimpaired capitai and 
surplus, provided a bank has a surplus of 
20 per cent—it cannot have less tian that— 
in national bank currency, to be secured, 
how? To be secured by 30 per cent of com- 
mercial paper and 70 per cent of securities 
of a kind acceptable to the secretary of the 
treasury.

got to be built of brick, stone, steel or 
anything else, or that they must be bonded. 
All I ask is that those warehousés shall 
be of such a character as to protect the 
cotton itself from deterioration or destruc- 
tion, with adequate insurance against fire, 
and backed by responsible agencies, so that 
when their warehouse receipts are issued 
we know that they represent something 
actually in storage there, something that 
can be had on presentation of receipts. [ 
said we would accept them as security un- 
der this act. What does that mean? It 
means that the national banks of this coun<- 
try can borrow to the extent of 70 per 
cent of their unimpaired capital and surplus 
on notes secured by warehouse receipts for 
staple products (not alone cotton) that I 
think it is safe to lend on. 

“Now, is not this the simplification of the 
situation? The government has no agen- 
cies, and it ought not to attempt to do this 
business. It is not the business of the gov- 
ernment to do this sort of thing to make 
loans, to trace out the location and security 
of every bale of cotton behind one of these 
notes that is made the basis for this cur- 
rency. The banks are the proper agencies, 
They are highly organizéd; they are in ev- 
ery part of the country, and so long as 
they are put in possession of the means of 
financing these things, it is their business 
to finance them. And I Know that they will 
be glad to finance them if they can get the 
resources, and all that these banks have 
got to do, all that these associations have 
got to do—is to make application for cur- 
rency under that act and comply with its 
provisions, I believe that if they will do 
that, acting always with prudence; acting 
with a very high degree of prudence, and 
common, ordinary business judgment, that 
all the money that this country needs oF 
ought to have for the financing and car- 
rying of this cotton crop until it can be 
marketed and sold, is largely in hand. 

Warehouses the Thing. 

“What have you got do do? You have 
sot to get your warehouses in shape. You 
made a good start in that direction yes- 
terday. They need be, in my judgment, 
only of the simple character I have dee 
scribed. As has been referred to hereto< 
fore, the national banks, if they get plenty 
of circulation, are going to let the state 
banks participate in it. Why? Because 
even if they did not want to do so, they 
could not help themselves because every 
man who knows th€ most elementary thing 
in economics and finance, knows that when 
you put a dollar in circulation you cannot 
control its movements. If you turn money 
over to the national banks, it will find its 
way to the state banks, inevitably, because 
when that bank issues currency it pays it 
out to somebody-——pays it out to you, and 
you take it over and deposit it in the state 
bank, and the state bank participates, of 
course, in that money which is put in cir- 
culation. Why, the state banks participate 
to such an extent that the national bank 
notes now issued are held by them as a 
money in 
this situation,

As a mat- 
ter of fact, we could have only one single 
bank in this country issuing the currency, 
but if it issued enough currency to g0 
around it would get into circulation and 
everybody would get a part of it. It is not 
necessary to have everybody issuing cur- 
rency. The national banking system of 
this country, properly inspected and under 
governmental supervision, should be the 
controlling agency for the issue of this cur- 
rency in order that we may know that e6v- 
ery dollar that is in circulation has been 
supervised by the government and that it 
will pass current wherever it appears. 

“T had not intended, gentlemen, to make 
these remarks at the moment, yet it seems 
important to do so in order to clear the 
atmosphere so we may get down to the real 
practical questions before us.”

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The construction department has pre- 
pared plans and profiles for a roadway 
and bridge to connect the north and 
northeast sections of th® city through 
the Piedmont park section. According 
to estimates, the work will cost the 
city upward of $38,000, but it is fig- 
ured that the expense will only be a 
mite when. compared with the im- 
provement which will result from the 
connection. 

Piedmont park, at present, forms the 


dividing line of the north and north- 
east sections. From Tenth street to the 


intersection of North Boulevard, a dis- 
tance of about one mile, the area is 
almost isolated as to access from the 
north side. Several selections have 
been considered for a road traversing 
the park, and finally the engineers of 
the city selected a valley between the 
plateaux northeast of the lake and the 
Southern railway for the route of the 
proposed road. 

It is proposed to commence the bridge 
at the northeast side of the lake and 
terminating at the east side of the 


From this point the bridge is con- 
nected to North Boulevard near Elim- 
wood avenue by a new approach. The 
bridge, as designed by the city en- 
gineers, is ornamental, and will nar- 
monize with the park surroundings, 
and will add to its attractiveness. It 
will be of concrete construction, and 
will be about 245 feet long. The total 
length of the bridge and approach is 
1,659 feet. 

In all probability, the plans will be 
submitted to the city council next year, 
and an effort will be made to have the 
finance committee pass up the money 
necessary for the work.
